Sratistics showing the payment of bounties by the 
Dominion of Canada for the development of the steel, 
wire and iron business from the beginning of the pay- 
ment in 1883 will soon be issued. These will show the 
expenditure of not less than $16,750,000 in _ that 
period, not including the amount expended in the ad- 
ministration of the bounty laws. From June 30, 1896, 
to the end of March, 1910, payments were $15,500,- 
ooo. Under the old bounty laws prior to 1896 around 
$500,000 was paid, and in the last nine months of 1910 
not less than $750,000 more was distributed. Last 
year was the last full twelve months’ period in which 
the law will have been in force.

The credit 
man realizes that in so gompetitive an age as this it 
is absolutely necessary that the merchant keep pace 
with his more progressive brethren in the trade, post 
himself upon what they are doing, and be able to meet 
any emergency attendant upon the changing condi- 
tions in business. He realizes the importance of the 
retail dealer acquainting himself with a knowledge of 
his goods, becoming thoroughly versed in the science 
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of merchandising and posting himself upon current 
happenings in the trade. The credit man knows that 
the business man of today, to be a business man, must 
read, and experience has taught him that the modern 
trade journal—the business man’s encyclopedia—is 
the one and only agency that can supply the informa- 
tion and knowledge which he insists the twentieth cen- 
tury business man should be in possession of. The 
modern credit man has his own opinion of the mer- 
chant who does not subscribe for nor read his trade 
journal, and it is certain that this opinion will not 
inure to the reputation or sound credit of such a mer- 
chant.

CoNTINUING the practice that has marked almost 

all the sittings of the Federal Supreme Court since 

its recent organization, the justices pro- 

aca wg jected question after question at the at- 

Arguments. torneys who were making the opening 

_ arguments in Corporation-Income-Tax 

cases, made frequent suggestions and some very di- 

rect declarations that seemed to possess some signifi- 

cance as to where one or two of the justices may 

stand on the question of the law’s constitutionality. 

In the case of Justice Day this was more marked per- 
haps than in any of the others. 

The attorney arguing for a Vermont general-mer- 
chandise corporation that complains because its com- 
petitor, a partnership, is immune from the tax al- 
though its net income is equal to that of complainant 
corporation, set up the contention that such a classi- 
fication is arbitrary and that the tax is in reality a 
franchise tax—a tax that the State might impose 
because it created the corporation—but that it en- 
croaches upon the State sovereign power to charter 
corporations. “Suppose,” asked Justice Day leaning 
forward from the bench, “that your corporation after 
taking out its State charter had done no business un- 
der it—would it still be subject to this tax?” The at- 
torney wobbled a bit in his answer but finally came 
to the conclusion that under such circumstances the 
corporation could not be taxed.’ “Then,” asked Jus- 
tice Day, “from my illustration can you discern the 
distinction between the franchise and the right to do 
business and the exercise of that right by doing busi- 
ness?” The attorney’s reply is not reported—but very 
naturally it was in the affirmative, 

It will be recalled that President Taft, Attorney- 
General Wickersham and other sponsors for the Cor- 
poration-Income-Tax amendment to the Tariff bill 
when it was under consideration by Congress insisted 
that the provision was not for a direct income tax, 
which would be unconstitutional, but for a tax on 
“doing business” and not a franchise tax on the mere 
right to do business. Justice Day’s questions and re- 
marks would seem to suggest that he holds the same 
opinion as to this tax. 

The language of the statute might be clearer than it 
is. It says that “every corporation . . . shall be sub- 


ject to pay annually a special excise tax with re- 
spect to the carrying-on or doing business by such 
corporation.” To the lay mind the tax appears to be 
one on “doing business” that yields to the corporation 
a net income of more than $5,000 a year and not one 
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on its “doing business” in a general way. If a cor- 
poration is organized and does no business at all and 
has not a net income above $5,000, it cannot have this 
tax imposed on it, of course. But what of a corpora- 
tion that does no business. at all but still has an in- 
come above $5,000 a year? Such a company is not 
wholly inconceivable. 

The attorney for the Vermont corporation insisted, 
however, that the tax is on the franchise—and for 
these reasons: That by making the charter of the 
corporation by the State a condition precedent to the 
tax the law excludes every business not incorporated ; 
that, while the government has the right to tax any 
kind of business as such, it cannot distinguish be- 
tween classes of persons “engaged in the same kind 
of business” taxing one, for example, as a corpora- 
tion and exempting another as a partnership. 

The court may not hold the law to be invalid on this 
ground, but in their personal capacity the justices 
could hardly commend the law as a fair and equitable 
enactment. 








THe AMERICAN ARTISAN AND HARDWARE RECORD 
is in receipt of a letter from United States Consul- 
A Word of Utneral A. G. Snyder of Panama, Pana- 
Praise from ™a, commending this journal in regard 
an American to an editorial, under the caption of 
Consul. “(Co-operation with’ the Consuls,” which 
appeared in the issue of December 31 last. In it atten- 
tion was called to the somewhat lax methods used by 
American manufacturers and exporters in seeking to 
increase their foreign trade. It was pointed out that if 
every American company having representation in a 
foreign country would notify the consuls located in 
that country of the name and address of such repre- 
sentative and the line of goods handled, it might work 
to the firm’s advantage. 

Consul-General Snyder’s attention was called to the 
editorial in question through the receipt of a copy of 
THE AMERICAN ARTISAN of the date above mentioned, 
containing also a report made by him to the depart- 
ment at Washington, on “Fire-arms in Panama,” his 
consular district. 

The consul in his letter of acknowledgment says: 

The article which interests me more, however, and 
which I have read with a great deal of interest is 
your editorial, “Co-operation with the Consuls.” It is, 
indeed, a valuable piece of advice, every word of which 
is true and much more could be said along these lines. 
If in addition to what you say as to the representatives 
of American houses being put in touch with the con- 
sular officers, the American manufacturers and export- 
ers themselves would realize and believe that nearly 
every one, if not all, of our consuls are sincerely de- 
sirous of aiding them in every possible way and would 
give more serious attention to suggestions and re- 
ports sent in by them from time to time, I believe the 
results accruing therefrom would speak for them-

In spite of this Sallie was able to eat and digest 
a considerable quantity of “ordinary” food up to with- 
in two weeks of her death. Is it any wonder that the 
price of nails has gone up again?

One of the greatest mistakes made to-day in win- 
dow dressing is in putting too much in the windows. 
There are seasons when full windows are permissible, 
but crowded windows, never. The idea to-day seems 
to be how little one can put in a window and make it 
look complete, and a particularly valuable window 
is one that will give a good general impression of 
the merchandise at a glance. Seventy-five per cent of 
the windows to-day are too full and make it too great 
a task for the pedestrian attracted to single out the 
thing or things he may be interested in. The mer- 
chant is sometimes at fault in this respect, as frequent- 
ly he insists on the amount of goods displayed and 
usually against the ideas of the window dresser. The 
window dresser should be kept in touch with all new 
merchandise and should follow closely the color com- 
binations or any suggestions that the manager of the

of construction measured 20x 24 inches and was 18 
inches high, being built on the scale of one inch to the 
foot.

NEW STEEL MILL OF SIMONDS MFG. CO., 

COMPLETED. 








A complete new steel mill for Simonds Saws has 
been built and is now in operation at Lockport, N. Y. 
The steel making part of the Simonds Mfg. Com- 
pany’s Chicago factory was entirely too small to meet 


F the constantly growing demand for Simonds Saw 


Steel. The problem had to be met. It was a question 
of more steel, consequently plans were at once made 
for a new mill. Lockport, N. Y., was selected as the 
location. The work of construction began early last 
summer. The first steel was rolled on Monday, Jan- 
uary 2. 

At Lockport there is a separate rolling mill for 
Band Saw plates, Cross-Cut Saw plates and Circular 
Saw plates. Ample room is also provided for plates 
for Simonds Hand Saws and steel specialties. One 
general building is located adjacent to the ends of the 
rolling mills for the making of steel ingots. A con- 
siderable proportion of the iron used is the famous 
Dannemora iron imported direct from Sweden, on 
which there is a high duty. Nothing that bears the 
name of “Simonds,” the company states, has ever been 
made from anything but the very best of materials 
and in a crucible furnace. 

Uniformity is their constant watchword, they say. 
To make sure of this desired uniformity, careful chem- 
ical analysis is made on every heat turned out of the 
mill. The physical properties of the steel are also 
tested out. No other steel mill in the United States 
is more thorough than the Simonds Lockport mill in 
the testing of steel, it is declared. 

A modern gas producing plant is in operation next 
to the crucible furnace building and there is produced 
the great amount of gas used in the furnaces. 

The machinery of the Lockport mill is thoroughly 
modern. All that is latest and most up to date in sci- 
entific crucible steel making is made use of. New 
machinery and new methods enable the company at 
once to double their former steel production. 

Direct from Niagara Falls to the Simonds Steel 
Mills, high voltage wires carry current sufficient for 
four thousand horse-power, and an electric plant of no 
mean size is required to house the transformers and 
necessary switchboards. 

At the entrance to the grounds at Lockport, a sub- 
stantial two-story brick building has been built to ac- 
commodate the office force and the Laboratory. The 
Laboratory has always been one of the chief points 
of interest around Simonds Steel Mills, as experts 
make careful tests of every lot of steel produced for 
Saws that bear the name, Simonds. 

For passenger traffic an electric line has half-hour 
fast service direct from Buffalo. .All trains stop at 
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the Simonds ‘Station. The New York Central Rail- 
road has freight connections with the Simonds private 
switch track, which has four spurs, running right into 
the buildings of the Steel Mill, so that raw material 
may be unloaded and finished plates shipped’ with the 
least possible delay. 





WISCONSIN HARDWARE MEN MEET. 


The 15th annual convention of the Wisconsin Retail 
Hardware Association was held at Milwaukee, on 
January 31, February 1, 2 and 3, and was largely at- 
tended. The opening session was held in the after- 
noon of January 31, at the Republican House, at which 
the sentiment was expressed that the Wisconsin retail 
hardware men are strongly opposed to the proposed 
Industrial Insurancé Bill now before the Wisconsin

legislature. Equally strong or possibly stronger senti- 
ment was expressed against the Parcels Post. Reports 
of President H. F. Krueger, Neenah, and Secretary- 
Treasurer C. A. Peck, Berlin, were presented, after 
which there was an informal discussion of trade condi- 
tions. The growth of the association, the improve- 
ments in the trade and the benefits offered by the Hard- 
ware Dealers’ Insurance Co., were referred to by 
President Krueger: The report of Secretary-Treasurer 
Peck showed the finances of the association to be in 
good condition. 

On Wednesday morning the Insurance meeting was 
held at the Republican House, at which the constitu- 
tion was amended so as to permit members to take out 
$5,000 policies instead of $3,000. The directors elect- 
ed are E. H. Ramm, R. M. Burtis and H. L. McNa- 
mara. 
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The session of Wednesday afternoon was held in the 
Auditorium, as were the remaining sessions. Resolu- 
tions declaring the proposed binder twine plant at the 
Wisconsin State Prison at Waupun to be unwise 
speculation, and that it would deprive the retail mer- 
chants of the state of a large amount of trade, were 
adopted. The members were unanimously opposed to 
this venture on the part of the state, and every effort 
will be brought to bear to defeat any bill in the legisla- 
ture for the opening of the plant. A general discus- 
sion took place prior to the adjournment of Wednes- 
day afternoon’s session. 

On Wednesday evening the visiting delegates were 
entertained by the Manufacturers and Jobbers at a 
theater party at the Majestic Theater. 

At Thursday morning’s session, following an open 
discussion, H. L. McNamara, President of the National 
Retail Hardware Association, addressed the conven- 
tion. A session was held on Thursday afternoon, the 
closing session being held on Friday morning. 


PHILADELPHIA HARDWARE MERCHANTS 
AND MANUFACTURERS AT SILVER 
JUBILEE. 





Over 200 members and guests of the Hardware 
Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ Association of Phila- 
delphia celebrated the twenty-fifth or Silver Anniver- 
sary of the founding of the organization, on the even- 
ing of Tuesday, January 31, with a record-breaking 
banquet in the ballroom of the Bellevue-Stratford 
Hotel, Philadelphia. The occasion was a memorable 
one for the members of the association, and particu- 
larly for President Paul A. Griffith, recently re-elected 
to that office, for the Silver Jubilee President, who 
acted as toastmaster at the banquet, was presented 
with a beautiful diamond scarf pin, in appreciation of 
his service to the association and to the hardware trade. 
The presentation was made by J. J. McCaffrey. 

From every part of the Quaker City and from else- 
where representatives of the hardware trade gathered 
to join in the festivities, which marked an important 
milestone in the development of Philadelphia as a 
hardware center. 

Following a custom of years, but outdoing their 
own best efforts of the past, the decorations of the 
tables at which the guests were seated were peculiarly 
appropriate for the occasion. Everything in the hard- 
ware line, from miniature engines to pen-knives and 
from coffee-mills to sand-shovels, strewed the tables.

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NEW DOOR-RELEASING DEVICE. 








Milton H. Hart, Akron, Ohio, and Robert Many, 
Chicago, Illinois, have been made the assignees of 
United States Patent No. 981,913 granted to Henry 
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Door-Releasing Device. 


C. Bundy of Watertown, New York, on a door-re- 
leasing device comprising a rocking shaft, a pair of 
cams mounted upon and movable with the shaft, bolts 
carried by a pair of doors, the bolts having arms ar- 
ranged to frictionally engage the cams, a spring ar- 
ranged to exert its tension for rocking the shaft and 
the cams in the direction for depressing the bolts 
for releasing the doors. There are a lever carried by 
the shaft disposed in the path of one of the doors, 
whereby the opening movement of the door raises

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There is a power a hundred times more powerful 
than that of bayonets; it is the power of ideas. 
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KEYNOTE OF ADVERTISING. 


A young friend of mine has a handy device to be 
used in connection with the office or home telephone. 
It consists of a small piece of mahoganized wood, 
trimmed in nickeloid metal, equipped with a roll of 
paper and a spring receptacle for the ever-ready pen- 
cil. It is a clever, practical commodity, simple in con- 
struction, durable and salable. But the point in the 
story does not lie in the merit of the commodity, but 
rather in the manner of my friend’s exploitation of it. 

After having applied for his patent, my friend im- 
mediately got busy manufacturing and selling his tele- 
phone device, After having sold some 500 of them in 
his own city, largely through agents whom he per- 
sonally instructed and supervised, my friend began to 
dream of wider fields of conquest. Accordingly, he 
had his device duly photographed and had a splendid 
halftone made and got out a circular. And this circu- 
lar brings me to the point of my story: 

The circular was one of those delightfully vague, in- 
definite, bombastic products which the novice almost 
invariably mistakes for good advertising. So far as 
rhetoric was concerned, the circular was beyond cavil. 
And it was optimistic to a degree. In fact, it seemed 
to exude a perfervid spirit of world-subduing confi- 
dence. But the remarkable thing about the circular 
was, it said nothing about the commodity which it 
pictured. It did not tell anything about the material 
out of which the article was made. It said nothing of 
workmanship, durability and ease of manipulation. 
The writer was so intensely enthusiastic about his in- 
vention he did not stop to reflect that the other fellow 
was not at all likely to go into ecstasies over it; so 
he didn’t stop to give any prosaic selling points. He 
just gave way to his hankering for climaxes and loud- 
sounding assertions. 

He also had on the stocks a form-letter which he 
proposed to use in following up inquiries which he 
hoped to elicit by newspaper advertising in various 
sections of the country. This circular letter to possible 
agents betrayed the same inexperienced hand. It was 
chock full of optimism, but it failed to show the po- 
tential agent how it would benefit him individually to 
get himself metamorphosed into an actual agent. My 
friend asked me what I thought of his advertising 
literature. I told him frankly I thought it was “punk 
enough.” He asked me what I meant, and looked a 


‘ trifle crestfallen. I told him wherein he had missed 


the mark in both productions. I told him his first cir- 
cular (the one picturing the device) ought to deal with 
selling points. He had said it was neither a toy nor 
a mere novelty, but a necessity. I reminded him that 
he must tell why it was a necessity. It would save 
time—pay for itself in convenience—obviate delays. 
etc. And then it could be adjusted to any phone and 
adjusted instantly, and without any trouble. The metal 
parts were insulated, i. ¢., those which came in contact 
with the metal of the transmitter. It would not 
scratch, it could not injure, the phone. And then I 
told him to bear down on its good qualities—the ease 
with which it worked, its durability, its evident neat- 
ness, the substantial materials which entered into its 
manufacture, etc. 
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In the circular letter to possible agents I told him to 
talk in such a manher as to convince his party that 
there was big money in it for him as an agent. “Keep 
this point in mind,” I said, “that fellow is out after 
the money, if-he is the kind of a chap you want. He 
does not want to get busy on anything that will not 
pay. Therefore, it is up to you to show him in this 
circular how he can make some money out of it. Tell 
him what you want him to do. You will expect him 
to appoint agents. All right, show him a fair profit 
on the telephone attachments that he sells through 
agents appointed by him. Show him the readiness 
with which the device sells. Offer hima territory com- 
mensurate with his ability and industry. Quote price 
to the public, sub-agents’ commissions and price to 
him on orders of one dozen or more. Suggest immedi- 
ate action. But, above all, make him see that there 
is something in it for him.” My friend saw at once 
the force of my suggestions, thanked me for them and 
immediately got busy on some new copy. 

Now I have told this story to illustrate a point, 
namely, sheer enthusiasm is not advertising. When a 
man gets stung with the splendor of a new idea it is 
perfectly natural for him to strut. There is such a 
thing under the sun as a man’s getting hypnotized by 
his wares. If he is a manufacturer—especially an un- 
seasoned one—he is apt to think he is the most out- 
landish producer under the canopy. It is therefore 
hard for him to talk calmly about his output. If he 
is a retailer he is liable to let his optimism eclipse his 
salesmanship when it comes to the preparation of copy. 

Now every day some traveling salesman convinces 
some dealer that some line or other—something in the 
dry goods lines, some line of shoes, some make of hats, 
or gas ranges, or kid gloves—-is superior to other lines 
at the same money, or even at a little higher price. 
What is it that builds up this belief and results in the 
booking of an order? Salesmanship. Every day the 
merchant convinces some customer or other that this, 
that or the other article which the dealer happens to 
have in stock is equal to or superior to some other 
make of the same thing at a similar price, or even at 
a higher price. He does not substitute. He does not 
misrepresent (necessarily). He merely resorts to sell- 
ing force. He isa salesman. He applies personal sell- 
ing arguments. He knows more about the wares than 
his customer. He is more familiar with good points 
(and weak ones) than his customer could possibly be. 
He is initiated and his customer is not. He knows the 
raw materials—what they are, whence they came and 
all about them. He knows the process of manufacture. 
Not only this, but he also knows what competitors have 
done and are doing. His talk, therefore, is built out 
of such stuff as information. He deals with cold facts. 
(This, to be sure, on the supposition that-our traveling 
salesman or retail merchant is a solid, truthful man; 
otherwise he is the proverbial exception which merely 
proves the truth of our contention.) 

Salesmanship is the indispensable factor in all of our 
industrial enterprises. Without salesmanship the 
wheels of business would stop forevermore. Jn order 
to sell anything from a paper of pins to a sixty horse- 
power “honk honk wagon” you have got to fall back 
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on salesmanship. It takes strong, straightforward, 
personal sales ability. Infectious optimism may help 
some ; but after all, it’s selling talk that does the work. 


While we all with one accord admit the validity and 
indispensability of salesmanship, ‘it seems passing 
strange that we should so frequently forget all about 
it when we come to the preparation of our advertising 
copy. So many people do their advertising in a hit- 
or-miss fashion. They advertise in a sporadic, inex- 
pert matiner. When fortune smiles upon them and 
their mood is one of confidence and hopefulness, they 
flare out in this, that or the other medium or mediums ; 
but when the periodic slumps come and their personal 
optimism is at low ebb their advertising trails. off into 
the innocuous. 

Advertising experts have explained to us the im- 
portance of blocking out a systematic, thoroughgoing 
campaign. They have also given us the keynote to suc- 
cessful advertisement writing. Reduced to its simplest 
statement, good advertising is just printed salesman- 
ship. There are certain things about a given com- 
modity which make it a desirable thing of its kind. 
The man who kandles this commodity knows what 
these things are. He knows from personal experience 
as a salesman how to present these features in such a 
manner as to carry conviction and eventuate in a 
sale: Very well, then, when he comes to writing 
the advertisement, let him embody just these 
things in his advertising talk. If they sound 
good, ring true and sell the wares when orally stated 
they will also do the work when committed to print. 
Why be facetious? If people want to laugh, do not 
they turn to the funny page or buy a copy of Puck 
or Judge? Your business is not to entertain or amuse ; 
you are in business to sell goods. How much better 
it would be, then, to adopt a dignified, direct, distinc- 
tive style, have it set up in appropriate type (with cuts 
illustrative of the wares, if you use cuts), but above 
all devoting one’s valuable space to the setious busi- 
ness of imparting selling talk? Tell what the shoes 
or the gas range is made of. Tell how well it is 
made. You certainly believe it has strong selling 
points or you wouldn’t have it. Set just these things 
forth in your advertising, not forgetting, of course, to 
state the price and such other good points as it may 
possess. 

Some one has gone so far as to say that anybody 
who can sell goods is a good advertiser if he only 
knew it. That is, if a man can actually sell goods— 
and there is a whole lot of difference, let it be remem- 
bered, between selling goods and filling orders—he 
can also do good advertising by the judicious applica- 
tion of the same qualities. All in the world he has 
to do is to convert his selling talk into printable mat- 
ter—and even spelling, punctuation and paragraph ar- 
rangement is not so very important, for your printer 
is on the job to whip this into shape—and the trick is 
turned. When you get your printed advertisements 
to reading as your spoken salesmanship sounds, you 
will be getting results on your advertising appropria- 
tions. You will find your audiences growing in size 
and interest and you will find new customers making 
their way to your place of business.—Michigan 
Tradesman,

AN OPEN LETTER TO THE FEDERAL 
FURNACE LEAGUE. 





fo THe AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

Those of us who are in close touch with dealers in and 
users Of warm air furnaces have many causes for amuse- 
ment over the efforts of the Federal Furnace League. The 
theory, aS it has been explained to us, seems excellent, but 
in practice so far we do not see much of value. 

In theory the League’s efforts are supposed to be di- 
rected against the use of steam and hot water apparatus, 
and advocating the use of warm air furnaces as the best 
from every standpoint. In practice we see the League’s 
efforts directed toward the selection of different methods of 
installation of furnaces. 

Since the League is composed mostly of eastern manu- 
facturers, it naturally advocates the old eastern practice of 
installation, which has been in vogue ever since furnaces 
were made. More attention is given to advocating the use 
of outside air supply and ventilation than to the heating 
problem. Most buyers of heating apparatus are buying 
heating first, and ventilation (if at all), second. 

The competition we find in the Middle West is with 
direct hot water radiation. Our furnaces must compete with 
this system in efficiency. The League could do a mighty 
good work if it were to combat some of the misleading 
advertisements published by the largest manufacturers of 
hot water apparatus. One of the late advertisements of this 
concern published in a paper of national circulation, contains 
a statement relating to chemistry which any high school 
chemist knows to be in error. This concern is repeatedly 
publishing broadsides against the warm air furnace, which 
contain an equal amount of fallacy, yet the League’s experts 
pass these glaring errors by. Dealers should be shown these 
errors and put in a position-to_refute them to their pros- 
pective customers. . : 

The writer has had a large experience with steam, hot 
water and warm air apparatus for all kinds of buildings. 
Our experience shows us that for those buildings for which 
it is adapted the warm air furnace is by far the most efficient 
and the very best system—this, too, no matter what system 
of air supply is used. 


Suppose the Federal Furnace League were for a little 
while to get over the idea that it had a monopoly of the 
correct knowledge of installation. The writer knows many 
dealers ir the West who can, in his opinion, do better work 
than any one who has yet been in print on the question. 
Hot water competition is not bothering these dealers. 

Let the League urge dealers to do, at all times, as well 
as they know. Let the League show the advantages of 
furnaces without so much attention to methods of installa- 
tion. The dealer is.on the ground and can best judge the 
method which should be used. The few essentials of furnace 
installation, if observed, will make a furnace job a succes$ 
in any part of the country. 

The League’s Heating Engineer is lately in print in 
THe AMERICAN ARTISAN, with an article on the merits of 
outside and inside air circulation. Properly installed fur- 
naces give satisfaction both ways. An experience of over 
fifteen years selling gcods in several states places my opinion 
strongly in favor of the inside system for the furnace, 
especially in the Middle West territory. Either system, or a 
combinaticn of the two properly installed, will give satisfac- 
tion provided other items about the job are right. — 

This League writer says: “Advertise furnace heating, with 
all outdoor cold air supply (with or without a formal system 
of ventilation).” The “without ventilation” is the curse of the 
outside air system. If furnaces had never been so installed 
there would not now be one hot water job sold where there 
are twenty. It does not take a heating expert to see the 
fallacy of a job so erected. If there is to be no ventilation 
system, the only air supply permissible is the inside circulation 
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system. If there is a fire-place or grate in the house, outside 
air to the extent that this will care for is advantageous. 

This same writer tells of bacteria in household dust and 
less bacteria in outside air. Correct, but without ventilation 
we add just a little more bacteria to what the household dust 
already contains, 

Where bacteria are concerned, the warm air furnace is 
the only system of heating which will destroy them. This 
argument I have never seen in print. The temperature of 
the heating surfaces over which the air passes to be heated 
is sufficient to destroy the bacteria. Hot air sterilizing ap- 
paratus is used by physicians and surgeons for keeping their 
instruments free from infection. Tests made in our shop 
show in moderate weather an average temperature of heating 
surfaces of from 240 degrees, Fahr., to 380 degrees. Either 
temperature will destroy bacteria coming in contact with these 
surfaces. The temperature of air entering rooms from the 
above surfaces ranges from 120 degrees to 140 degrees. In 
this connection I might say that the temperature of air enter- 
ing rooms is rarely as high as many people suppose. In cases 
where too small furnaces are used, the temperature of the 
heating surfaces is consequently greater than: those given 
above. 

Touching upon the dust question with furnaces is a deli- 
cate point. When we go out to sell furnaces dust is the one 
question which is hard to get over with the house owner. | 
do not refer to bacteria laden dust but the dust of the fuel 
and ashes arising from the care of the furnaces. The lady 
of the house frequently is prejudiced against furnaces on 
account of this dust. Many furnaces are extremely dusty, 
due to faulty and careless work in setting. If the furnace 
job is carefully put up, it need not be more dusty than hot 
water—especially with inside air. 

The furnace casing and all basement pipes should be 
made absolutely tight against dust from the basement. The 
furnace itself should be made absolutely tight inside the 
casing against leakage of dust, ashes, gas or soot. With asbes- 
tos paper it is easy to make the casing and basement piping 
tight. Plenty of asbestos cement makes the ordinary furnace 
tight. Some high-grade furnaces are built so free from 
joints made on the job that they are tight against their own 
leakage. 

Basement dust throughout the house is the curse of cheap 
furnace work. A little care will soon rid furnaces of this 
objection. With a furnace, household dust settles at the base 
of the furnace and does not bother. With hot water it is 
forced to. stay in the rooms, on the walls, floors and hangings 

There are times in the West when the atmosphere is 
heavily laden with dust. At these times the good housekeeper 
shuts every crevice against this outside dust. No economical 
screen for outside air has yet been devised which is practical 
for furnaces at these times. 

Suppose two houses are built alike, one heated by a fur- 
nace, inside, circulation, and the other heated by hot water, 
direct radiation. Let the heating apparatus be screened from 
a visitor to both houses. There is absolutely no test which 
will tell which is which. The warm air furnace will heat the 
house just as effectively, at less fuel cost, with less dust, and 
at a lower cost of installation. 

Some years ago a school job which was not satisfactory, 
came under my attention. The old job was thorough ventila- 
tion work and well planned, but not satisfactory. It consumed 
too much fuel and did not properly heat the building in cold 
weather. The job was changed to inside circulation. The fuel 
bill, was reduced over 50 per cent. This is but one of many 
cases which have come under my observation, proving that 
inside air circulation requires much less fuel. 

Writing against inside air the League’s expert says again: 
“Distant rooms difficult to heat,” and “windward side of house 
hard to heat.” It depends on which is the windward side 
of the house as to whether outside air will work at all. When 
the outside air is taken from the lee side, this system will 
often fail entirely. Cases are frequent where warm air comes 
from the cold air intake. With an inside air furnace and a 
tightly built house the furnace heats the windward side as 
well as any other. The good furnace man will so pipe his 
job that there is absolutely no trouble on that score. 
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Again, with inside air a cold air return can be used from 
distant rooms and these rooms better heated than with out- 
side air. In fact rooms which could not be heated by outside 
supply at all can be heated by the inside system. 

Again, the League’s engineer says that furnaces have to 
fear the “house heating boiler, with combined direct and in- 
direct systems of radiation.” Steam for residences, especially 
for small ones, is practically a thing of the past in this terri- 
tory. Indirect radiation hot water is not largely used and one 
experience for a dealer is enough for it. The trouble with 
freezing and bursting of indirect hot water soon puts it 
where it belongs, 

This same article by the League’s salaried representative 
says, “Not one furnace dealer of every five can successfully 
meet intelligent. direct competition by the steam fitter.” I 
have sold goods for years to both furnace men and steam 
fitters and must say that the furnace men possess just as high 
intelligence as the steam fitters. The steam fitter, however, 
usually has the architect on his side. In some cases this is 
so because the architect’s pay is on the percentage basis, and 
the steam fitter’s job costs the most. Then, too, the house 
as planned must often be changed to accommodate the fur- 
nace. Architects often pretend and do know little of how a 
house should be heated, leaving the designing of the heating 
system’ to some dealer. 

Lest I be misunderstood as against ventilation and its 
health-giving qualities, I will say that I believe firmly in it, 
but want it independent of the heating apparatus and entirely 
under control of the occupant of the room. I want the supply 
of fresh air taken into each room as high up from the ground 
as is possible. The heaviest bacteria laden air is that near 
the ground. When the supply of fresh air is taken into the 
house low down and often just off the ground, it is laden with 
bacteria from decaying vegetation. A room can be well ven- 
tilated, without drafts, by means of the windows. There are 
systems on the market which do this, but any carpenter can 
easily make a little board device under the lower sash which 
will do it. I will leave the description of this for some 
future article. 

In conclusion, I will say again that the warm air fur- 
nace, properly installed, is more free from dust, is a good 
sterilizing apparatus, destroying bacteria, can be a perfect 
ventilating system either as a whole or for each room sep- 
arately, is more healthful, is just as effective a heater for any 
room in the house, is a warm air system instead of hot air, 
requires less fuel, and is more sanitary than any other system 
known. 

The Federal Furnace League can be made an instrument 
of great good in combating the encroachments of hot water 
systems, and in the advancement of furnace knowledge among 
users, dealers, and architects. The “complacent, self-satisfied, 
‘Pop-did-it-this-way’ spirit that has held it back for so long” 
now comes from the League more than from any other 
source. 

I have worked for one of the largest eastern houses 
and know something of the battle on the subject of different 
installations between the salesmen of the Middle West and 
those of the east. It is a subject on which both may in a 
measure be right, for their respective territories. Why not 
let it be solved as seems best for the several localities, 
and unite our forces and energies toward the advancement 
along lines on which we can agree, to show the warm air fur- 
nace to users, dealers and architects as the greatest heating 
system known for those buildings for which it is adapted. 

The big company engaged in the manufacture of hot 
water apparatus goes on with its expensive advertising cam- 
paign, pouring forth uncontradicted: misrepresentations against 
the furnace. The Federal Furnace League will gain the help 
of western manufacturers when it directs its efforts against 
this enemy of the furnace. 

To the authors of these misleading advertisements, it 
must be a source of joy to note these internal dissensions 
among friends of the warm air furnace, quibblings over the 
finer points, and letting them get away with business which 
rightly belongs to the warm air furnace.

LITTLE HELPS FOR THE FURNACE MAN; HOW 
TO HEAT THE “COLD ROOM,” 





(Under the above caption the following article ap- 
peared in The Chicago Tribune of January 29. The 
advice given to householders using a warm air heat- 
ing system or a steam or hot water system is so timely 
and the superiority of warm air furnace heating for 
residences over steam and hot water is so forcibly and 
plainly pointed out in the last paragraph of the article, 
that it is worthy of the attention of the furnace trade 
of the country. As the author, Mr. Field, says, hot 
water and steam heat are the driest of all forms of heat 
delivered into the modern house, much to the injurious 
discomfort of those who live in steam and hot water 
heated homes. The fact that in a properly mstalled 
furnace heating system provision is made for admin- 
istering necessary motsture to the air, together with 
its ventilating facilities, places the warm air furnace in 
a class by itself as a healthful heating system. 

Advocates of warm air heating, particularly the re- 
tail furnace trade; would unquestionably serve their 
own interests to good advantage if they would have 
this timely article reprinted in their local papers. The 
author being a disinterested party and having no “a.re 
to grind,” should weigh well with architects and pro- 
spective purchasers of heating apparatus, to the ad- 
vancement of the cause of the warm air furnace.) 

BY HOLLIS W. FIELD. 

In these winter days the home with the furnace 
heat, the hot water radiator, or the steam radiator may 
find the heating apparatus, of whatever kind, balking 
occasionally and leaving the house cold. 

Traditionally, every house that is heated by the 
warm air furnace has “one cold room.” This cold 
room most frequently is that particular upstairs room 
against which the cold winds are blowing most direct- 
lv. Likely this room is the northwest room of up- 
stairs, as the northwest wind is keenest. What should 
one do to bring up the warm air from the furnace? 

That simplest thing is for the furnace attendant to 
discover the cold pipe leading to the room and cut off 
for a few minutes the heat to every other pipe leading 
from the furnace. At once this forces the combined 
heat from the furnace into the one open delivery pipe 
whose cut-off remains wide open. This body of heat 
forces out the heavy, cold air that has been blocking 
that particular pipe as effectually as if the pipe were 
full of frozen water. After a few minutes in which 
the pipe warms and warmth permeates the room, the 
“cold” room is rendered comfortable thereafter. 

Presuming that one has an electric fan, however, the 
fan is one of the easiest instruments for correcting 
the stubborn warm air register, the hot water radiator, 
or the steam radiator in the cold room. 

To use the electric fan on the warm air register, 
place the fan with its back close to the register and 
turn on at full speed. This acts as a suction pump, pull- 
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ing the cold air from the furnace pipe and drawing 
the heat into the room. 


In the case of a balky steam radiator, especially, 
open a window and turn the fan blast of cold air 
against the radiator. Whatever slight heat is in the 
radiator will be contracted by cooling and the tendency 
toward a vacuum will serve to draw upon greater 
warmth down the pipe. As the steam (or water) 
moves up into the radiator, the continuation of the 
cooling and contraction forces the further impetus 
of the heat until the desired warmth is attained. 

One further statement may interest the reader. Hot 
water and steam heat are the driest of all forms of 
heat delivered into the modern house. The hot water 
and hot, moist steam in the radiator are sealed there. 
One cannot bring an artificial heat of 70 degrees, 
Fahrenheit, by means of the hot radiator without mak- 
ing the Chicago winter atmosphere too dry. Evap- 
orating water on these fixtures alone will make the 
atmosphere of the house moist enough to be satisfac- 
tory to the lungs. And in moistening the atmosphere, 
it becomes a more constant and ‘effective deliverer of 
the heat from fuel. Dry air is the least capable of 
retaining heat, even if the air’s dryness otherwise 
were satisfactory to the lungs and breathing apparatus 
generally.

ANGLE.

In Fig. 194, let A B C D be the elevation of a por- 
tion of cornice, and let E H / be the plan of an angle 
around which the cornice is to be carried, a pattern 
being required for an arm of the miter. 

Complete the plan by drawing lines F G and G J, in- 
tersecting at G, giving the correct projection of the 
molding from E H and H J, and then draw the miter 
line between the points H and G. It will be observed 
that the arm H E F G has been projected directly from 
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crease-in the projection of the different parts of the 
pattern from the line K L.

the profile A B, thus placing profile and plan in correct 
relation to each other. 

Divide the profile A B in the usual manner, into any 
convenient number of parts, and from the points thus 
obtained drop lines vertically ontc + miter line in the 
plan H G, as shown. 

At right angles to this arm of cornice, as shown in 
plan, lay off a stretchout of the profile, as shown by 
K L, through the points draw the usual measuring 
lines, as indicated. 

Place the T-square parallel to this line, or what is 
the same, at right angles to F G, and bringing it suc- 
cessively against the points in H G, cut the measuring 
lines of corresponding numbers. 

Then a line traced through the points thus ob- 
tained, as shown by M N, will be the pattern sought. 

As indicated at the outset of this problem, the angle 
E HI represents any angle whatever, and the course 
to be pursued is exactly the same whether it is acute 
or obtuse. Of course, the more acute the angle E H /,

TRADE OPINIONS ON REPAIRING TAR AND 
GRAVEL ROOFS. 





From a New York Manufacturer of Composition Roofs. 

Most gravel or slag roofs can be economically and 
satisfactorily maintained for several years after the 
first leaks occur, but it is not practical to repair such 
leaks with liquid roof coating. Repairs should be 
made with coal tar pitch and tarred felt—the same 
materials as were used in constructing the roof. Pitch 
is solid at normal temperatures and must be melted in 
a kettle before it can be used. The gravel should be 
scraped off leaving the felt bare at least two feet 
around each leak; the exposed felt should be mopped 
with hot pitch; one ply of felt bedded into the pitch; 
this felt mopped ; another ply of felt stuck on, and then 
the surface given a liberal coating of pitch, into which, 
while hot, should be spread the same amount of gravel 
as covers the balance of the roof. 

When roofs have been properly laid to begin with, 
it is practical at this stage to scrape off all of the 
gravel, and mop on two plies of felt over the entire 
roof, and re-gravel this, giving a roof practically as 
good as when new. It is not considered practical to 
do this where leaks occur during the first 10 years, as 
this is evidence of a poor roof to begin with, and 
patching that will carry the roof along two or three 
years is all that is warranted.

We frequently come in contact with work of this kind 
and from our experience we would advocate using the 
genuine asphalt, and heat same to a liquid and add 
about one-tenth per cent of good Portland cement, 
and after cleaning the roof off where the leaks are, put 
a good coating of this liquid over and then cover same 
evenly with either coarse sand or small gravel thor- 
oughly bedded in the asphalt, and this will prevent 
the coating from running off in warm weather. We 
have repaired many roofs in this way and have been 
successful in stopping the leaks. 

Co., 
Milwaukee, Wis. 

In repairing a tar and gravel roof we would suggest 
sweeping the surface about the leaks perfectly clean, 
taking care that no dirt or dust remains, and that the 
roof is also perfectly dry. A thick coat of melted coal 
tar pitch should then be applied to the defective places, 
after which replace the gravel. 

In melting the pitch, which comes in a hard form, 
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any old kettle or pan will do in the absence of a bet- 
ter outfit. 

We should also like to state that large holes may be 
permanently repaired by applying plenty of hot pitch, 
as above, about the hole and fitting a patch made from 
a piece of tarred felt, cut several inches larger, over it. 
This patch is next coated over with pitch, and a sec- 
ond patch two or three times larger than the first 
placed on top, which is likewise coated. A third patch, 
several inches larger than the second patch, should be 
applied in the same manner, and over all a final coat of 
pitch mopped, after which replace the gravel.

While we have repaired a great many roofs in our 
community our experience with tar and gravel roofs is 
somewhat limited, as in only one instance have we 
been called upon to repair a roof of this kind. This 
we did by painting the boards (after cleaning off the 
space where it leaked) with a heavy coat of asphaltum 
paint, then tacking burlap over the painted surface and 
then painting it thoroughly and sifting sand in with 
the paint after being applied. Alfter a few days we 
again applied a coat and covered with gravel, and 
that seemed to stop the leak.

In our experience the only composition that can 
be used successfully to patch leaks in composition 
roofs, that is, roofs constructed of layers of felt and 
gravel, is either to use coal tar, mixed with rosin, or 
regular pine calking pitch, which remains hard in any 
kind of weather.

COLORING A COPPER CORNICE GREEN. 
From the Grafton Mfg. Co., 113 Washington St., Martin’s 

Ferry, Ohio. 

Can you advise us what solution is used in washing 
a copper cornice to produce the “green oxidized” 
effect ? 

Ans.—The one method used most generally for 
making copper green, is a solution of sal ammoniac 
and water. Add about one pound of powdered sal 
ammoniac to 5 gals. of water, dissolve it thoroughly 
and let it stand about 24 hours, at least, before putting 
it on the copper; apply to the copper with a brush 
just as paint would be applied, being sure to cover 
every place; let it stand for one day, at least, and 
sprinkle it with water, using a brush and splashing it 
on lightly, for if the water is put on too freely it will 
run the color and streak it. The next morning the 
color will be all that could be desired.

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 


‘The hardware market is beginning to manifest 
activity which is indicative of a heavy spring’s busi- 
ness. Stocks are being replenished in very liberal 
fashion and the indications point to a very heavy and 
continued buying movement. Prices ‘are generally 
well maintained, while certain lines show a distinct 
tendency to advance in price. In sheet metal goods 
particularly is this noted. The steady advance in the 
price of pig tin has had a corresponding effect on 
solder and tin goods. The wire market is quite active, 
and wire nails are in good request. 

The recent advance in wire prices of $1 a ton is 
illustrative of the proposition that business in many 
of the smaller products of the steel companies has de- 
veloped very rapidly in recent years, until the profits 
from the sale of many of these smaller products, as 
compared with the profits from bulky products, com- 
prise a much more important feature of the steel busi- 
ness than was the case when the United States Steel 
Corporation was organized. In the periods of back- 
ward business since the 1907 panic the wire business 
has continued good, for the farmers have been pros- 
perous, and it is in sales to farmers that the company 
has one of the best branches of its business. 


The American Window Glass Co. has reaffirmed 
its new cut price list, giving discounts of go-10-2% per 
cent in single thickness and 90-20-2% in double. 

The base price of wire nails at the mill for jobbers 
is $1.75 per keg. The base price is $1.75 at the mill 
for full carloads and $1.90 at the mill for less than 
carloads. The base price of cut nails at the mill for 
jobbers is $1.85 per keg. The base price is $1.90 for 
full carloads at the mill and $2 for less than carloads 
at the mill. 


In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as fol- 
lows: Wire nails, jobbers’ car lots, $1.93; retailers’ 
car lots, $1.98; $2.05 out of store; painted barb wire. 
jobbers’ car lots, $1.93; retailers’ car lots, $2.00, with 
30 cents for galvanizing; plain wire to jobbers in car 
lots, $1.93, and to retailers in car lots, $2.00. 

Copper slating nails are quoted at 22 cents a pound, 
net. 


TIN PLATE. 


The tin plate market is quite active. Owing to the 
steady advance in price of pig tin it is believed that an 
advance in ‘tin plate will be made before long. The 
tin plate mills are operating at more than 85 per cent 
of capacity, and there seems to be a feeling among 
manufacturers that an increase in price will be decided 
upon, the higher prices of pig tin taking much of the 
profits out of the present prices of tin plate. Specifi- 
cations are coming in at a satisfactory rate and ship- 
ments are considerably heavier than they were a year 
ago. The present price of tin plate to retailers, f. o. b. 
Chicago, is $8.50 for 100-pound tin plate 20x28. 


SHEETS. 

The meeting of the sheet steel manufacturers held 
in Pittsburgh on January 25, developed a stand-pat 
policy with regard to prices, New business is coming 
in at a satisfactory rate and at present there seems to 
be no disposition to make any price advance, although 
sheets had a reduction last fall, while prices on tin 
plate continued firm throughout the year. The Chi- 
cago price to retailers is $3.75 out of store per I00 
pounds No. 28 gauge, galvanized. 





COPPER. 

Following the weak undertone to the copper situa- 
tion which has been in evidence during the last week, 
there was a slightly firmer tendency displayed on 
Thursday when London showed a net advance of 15s 
for spot and 16s 3d for futures. Some interests in the 
market are of the opinion that copper prices have 
about reached bottom and there were rumors that 
some of the largest producers had received bids for a 
considerable amount of the red metal for delivery dur- 
ing the next two or three months. On the other hand 
the largest melters seem to be well supplied and it 
would probably be necessary to make material conces- 
sions to attract any important business, 

Lake copper is quoted at $12.65; electrolytic at 
$12.35 and casting brands at $12.25. 





SPELTER. 

The New York spelter market was unchanged but 
St. Louis was slightly easier. Advices from the 
Joplin district state that the price of zinc ore con- 
tinues to follow the spelter market downward and the 
miners’ association members are declining to sign any 
more contracts. The fact remains, however, that the 
smelters were the first to decline to sign contracts. 
Only one smelting company took hold of the contracts 
at all, it now develops, and only six mining companies 
signed, so the contract base scale is cutting no figure 
in the general market. Total shipments wéek ended 
Jan. 28, 5,592; previous week, 4,737; same week last 
year, 5,574; this year, 17,512; last year, 19,255; de- 
crease, 1,743 tons. 

LEAD. 

The New York and St. Louis lead markets were dull 
and quotations were unchanged on Thursday. Advices 
from the Joplin district say that lead prices stiffened 
a little this week, a considerable amount of the ship- 
ment selling at $1 to $1.50 per ton higher. Purchases 
were greatly increased, the shipment being nearly dou- 
ble that of last week. Total shipments week ended 
Jan. 28, 1,057; previous week, 568; same week last 
year, 813; this year, 2,645; last year, 3,218; decrease, 
573 tons.

PIG IRON. 


There is a better feeling in pig iron in the Pittsburgh 
District,- though large buyers, who are looking for 
bargain blocks, still postpone closing in the hopes of 
picking up some standard grades at shaded prices for 
first half delivery. One inquiry for 5,000 tons of No. 
2 foundry iron; one for 2,000 tons of malleable, and 
one for 6,000 tons of basic, all for first half delivery 
in the Pittsburgh district, have been peddled about 
Pittsburgh for 15 days without uncovering any cut- 
price quotations. . 

The pig iron market in Pittsburgh for the week was 
the most active since last: November, sales reported 
totalling close to 30,000 tons of all grades. A total 
of 6,000 tons of basic and malleable was taken up by 
a steel car company, for the first half delivery, at 
$13.50, furnace, the price that has been openly quoted 
on these grades since mid-September. 

A sale of 6,000 tons of basic to a consumer in St. 
Louis territory, west of the Mississippi River, by a 
valley furnace interest, at the regular price of $13.50, 
valleys, is attended with rather unusual features. The 
valley interest secured the business in competition with 
Chicago furnaces, and the iron stands the buyer $16.69 
delivered. There is said to be some shortage of low- 
phosphorus malleable grades of iron in the Chicago 
district. 

Two large sales of forge iron also were put through, 
one of 4,000 tons, and another of 3,000 tons, both at 
$13.25, valleys. As a result of the present activity 
in the steel mills, considerable additional furnace 
capacity is to be put in blast by the steel-making com- 
panies. The increased activity in pig iron applies 
mostly to the steel-making companies, however, and 
no additional merchant furnaces are to go in blast, so 
far as known. Even with improved operations in fin- 
ished products, it will require at least 90 days to work 
off accumulated stocks of pig iron, and put the iron 
industry in shape for a substantial improvement. At 
present prices none of the merchant furnaces except 
those with the lowest possible operating costs, and the 
most economical ore arrangements, are able to break 


even. 
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Buyers of pig iron in the Chicago market appear to 
be in a waiting mood. Bargains are being taken in as 
soon as offered and worked in with higher priced iron. 
There was a substantial reduction in the output in 
December, probably greater than it is possible to esti- 
mate, as a number of furnaces that remain in blast are 
running at minimum capacity. With the 
movement in this direction, and it being general!y ad- 
mitted that consumption at last exceeds production or

is on a par with it, stocks will begin to diminish. 
this condition and the general prosperity of the coun- 
try the producers base their hope for the future. 

One of the biggest contracts of the week was for 
10,000 tons of iron from a Chicago furnace interest. 
Orders for standard rails booked during the week 
amounted to 15,000 tons. for track 
supplies also show improvement.

In finished lines there is a 
noticeable betterment and business is decidedly more active 
and encouraging. The steel makers are in the lead in 
respect. 

“As for the actual buying of the week, it has been made 
up of small and scattered transactions. The total tonnage 
has been only fair. Inquirv, however, continues large and 
there are several very large lots under consideration 

“One of the features of the market is the number of 
rumors of very low prices which the other fellow is making. 
There are all kinds of reports of prices far below what any 
furnace can consider except at a fearful loss.
